GETTINGONLY $25 
DRUNKEN ROBBER 
SHOOTS VICTIM 


Wounds Adrian Howe, 
Handbook Proprietor, on 
Failing to Find ‘Big Roll 
With Band Around It.’ 


Adrian Howe, proprietor of a 
handbook at 506 North Taylor ave- 
nue, was shot in the right shoulder 
last night by a drunken robber, dis- 
appointed because Howe had only 
$25 instead of the “big roll with 
a rubber band around it” he had 
expected. 


The robber was waiting in the 
vestibule of Howe’s home, a flat 
at 3504 Clara avenue, when the 
bookmaker arrived about 8 o'clock. 

“He shoved something against my 
side,” Howe reported, and said: 
‘Come on, Pete (Howe's nickname), 
get back into the car.’ I went back 
to my automobile, which I had left 
at the curb, and he got in beside 
me. He told me to drive to Good- 
fellow and Ashland. 

“When we got out on Goodfel- 
low to where Ashland would be if 
it ran through he told me to stop 
and get out of the car. First he 
told me to get up in front of the 
headlights, and then he changed 
his mind and told me to get around 
to the side. He pointed a pistol at 
me and said, ‘Now give me the 
money.’ 

“I told him it was in my pock- 
ets and he took some change from 
my right pocket and about $25 and 
some checks from my left pocket. 
He said that wasn’t what he 
wanted, he was after the big roll 
with the rubber band around it. I 
told him I was sorry, but I didn’t 
have any more. 

“He insisted I did and told me to 
get back in the car. Thef he held 
the pistol against my head, cursed 
me and threatened to shoot unless 
I gave him the big roll. 

“He waved the pistol around, 
prodded me in the side and aill 
over with it. Then the pistol went 
off and the bullet hit me in the 
shoulder. He kept cursing me and 
demanding the roll and I kept tell- 
ing him I didn’t have it.” 

Finally Howe prevailed on the 
robber to let him go so that he 
might obtain medical attention for 
his wound. The robber put him out 
of the car and drove away. Howe 
telephoned to police who took him 
to City Hospital. He was treated 
there for a flesh wound and re- 
turned to his home. 

Howe and aclerk in his shop 
were held up Jan. 20 and robbed of 


$40.

Discusses Criticism of Her 
Hats and Commercial 
Work—‘Foolish’ in One 
Instance, She Thinks. 


SHE WILL WRITE BUT 


As First Lady Will Quit 


ing Promotion and Radio

| NEW YORK, Feb. 4—To those 
| who have been inclined to criticise 
some of the recent activities of Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as not com- 
porting with her new position as 
wife of the President-elect, the fu- 
ture first lady of the land has this 
to say: 

“After March 4 I shall enter into 
no commercial radio rk: I do not 
say I will not speak/ovef the radio, 
but I shall take on nocommercial 
work. I shall write, perhaps, but 
only occasionally. 

“There will be no contracts of 
any kind, and my writings will not 
touch upon politics or upon the 
White House. I shall not lend my 
name to anything that might be 
used in advertising promotion.” 

In a 40-minute interview in her 
home on East Sixty-fifth street 
Mrs. Roosevelt declared that she 
thoroughly understood the criti- 
cisms of some of her activities. She 
admitted there had been “an ava- 
lanche of letters” criticising her, 
but held that since she had been 
taken to task editorially for some 
actions, the “avalanche of bad let- 
ters has changed color. There has 
been an avalanche of good letters.” 

Talks Frankly of Criticism. 

There was, on Mrs. Roosevelt's 
part, not the slightest reluctance to 
discuss the criticism of some of her 
actions. She evaded no questions; 
she answered them frankly, seri- 
ously, even to the point of admit- 
ting that in one instance she felt 
she had been “foolish.” She was 
just as willing to talk about the 
letters from individuals who didn’t 
like her hats as about letters from 
those who praised her for her indi- 
vidual stands. And in the end she 
asked no quarter in the writing of 
her answers. 

“I have,” she _ said, “a tremen- 
dous sympathy for those who have 
felt that I was making a mistake. 
I say this, however, that when I en- 
tered into some of these later ac- 
tivities I was still a private citi- 
zen. 

“I realized there would be criti- 
cism. In talking on the commercial 
radio program, for instance, I re- 
alized that there would be those 
who would not feel about it as I 
felt—that the charitable purpose 
justified me in doing it. 

Let Herself in for Something. 

“In another instance, where I lent 
my name, I realize I made a mis- 
take. Like a fool, I didn’t under- 
stand that it was to be used as ad- 
vertising promotion. When I saw 
the results I thought, ‘What have 
I let myself in for?’ But I have 
a philosophy about things like that 
—even if I know I have been 
fooled, I feel it is best just to take 
the criticism. 

“Now, after March 4, what? 

“First, there will be no commer- 
cial radio work. I couldn’t take on 
a commercial program as the wife 
of the President. I wouldn’t: feel 
justified in hurting people’s feel- 
ings. Mind though, I don’t say I 
never shall talk over the radio—lI 
say only that I shall enter into no 
contracts or agreements to do com- 
mercial work.” 

The contract for the broadcasts 
on the commercial program will ex- 
pire before Mrs. Roosevelt moves 
into the White House. The proceeds 
of that broadcast were distributed 
to charity. 

Picture Used in Advertising. 

There will be no indorsements of 
any kind, nor appearances which 
might be unfairly used to imply in- 
dorsement. There was a recent in- 
cident in which Mrs. Roosevelt con- 
sented to serve as trustee and to 
choose the charities to which was 
distributed 10 per cent of the gross 
of a widely advertised sale of fur 
coats. Mrs. Roosevelt’s picture pre- 
dominated in the advertising which 
announced the sale. 

“T realize now,” she said, “that 
was a mistake. But I didn’t realize 
when I consénted to serve as a trus- 
tee for those funds that it was to 
be used in advertising promotion.” 

Will Mrs. Roosevelt continue, as 
an occupant of the White House, to 
‘serve as a salaried editor of the 
Bernarr MacFadden publication, 
“Babies, Just Babies?” She is not

$16,588,000 Legislative 
Supply Bill Passed After 
Whittington Amendment 
Is Voted Down. 


COCHRAN SPEAKS 
AGAINST REDUCTION 


| Congressional Funeral Dele- 
gations Are Limited to 
Four by Provision of 
Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.— The 
House today refused to reduce its 
members’ salaries and insisted that 
the Capitol restaurants continue to 
function through Federal appro- 
priations, but it did place a limit 
on the size ‘gnd consequently the 
cost of congressional funeral dele- 
gations. 

The price of haircuts and shaves, 
the taste of pigs’ knuckles and 
bean soup and expenditures for fu- 
nerals formed the business of the 
day in considering the $16,588,000 
supply bill for the legislative 
branch. 

Representatives Whittington of 
Mississippi and Mitchell of Tennes- 
see, Democrats, led a vigorous fight 
for the reduction in salaries, but 
were soundly trounced. 

Twice Whittington unsuccessful- 
ly tried to reduce them from $9000 
to $7500, but was overwhelmingly 
defeated by a non-record vote. 
Mitchell wanted the salaries cut to 
$5000 a year. Only one vote, in ad- 
dition to his own, was cast for the 
proposal. Then he withdrew his 
proposed amendment to prevent 
members of Congress from ‘hiring 
relatives as secretaries and other 
employes at the Capitol. 

It was Representative Schafer 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, who tried to 
“get the Government out of busi- 
ness under the dome of the Capi- 
tol” by eliminating appropriations 
for the Senate and House restau- 
rants aggregating about $60,000 a 
year. He was told by Representa- 
tive Boylan (Dem.), New York, that 
“if you knew the good taste of 
pigs’ knuckles and bean soup 
served there you wouldn’t want to 
close down those eating places.” 

Cochran Speaks Against Pian. 

In denouncing Whittington’s pro- 
posal to cut Congressmen’s salaries 
which normally are $10,000 but 
which were reduced to $9000 
through the economy act, Repre- 
sentative Cochran of St. Louis, 
chairman of the House Expendi- 
tures Committee said: 


“There is a tendency on the part 
of the press of the country to dis- 
| credit the Congress, claiming there 
|are certain abuses here. 

“We are accused of getting free 
shaves and free haircuts. I can go 
across the street into an outside 
barber shop and get a haircut and 
a shave for 50 cents. 

“I can go to the barber shop in 
the House office building and get 
a haircut and shave for 60 cents; 
but if I go into the barber shop of 
the Capitol downstairs a haircut 
and shave will cost me 75 cents. I 
get no shaves or haircuts free. Nev- 
ertheless, the people of the coun- 
try have been led to believe we can 
go into the barber shop every day 
and get service for nothing.” 

Before the measure was passed 
and sent to the Senate, the House, 
however, reversed itself and voted 
69 to 61 to leave in the bill the re- 
striction forbidding the attendance 
of more than two Senators and two 
Representatives at the funeral of 
a deceased member at Government 
expense. Earlier the House had 
adopted an amendment by Repre- 
sentative O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York, 63 to 60 striking out the limi- 
tation. 

Bill Passes Unchanged. 

Thus after a day of discussion 
the measure was passed by the 
House the same as it was reported 
to it by its Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

Just before the legislative supply 
bill was passed by the House, 
Representative Schafer sought to 
have the measure sent back to the 
Appropriations Committee with in- 
structions to cut the total 10 per 
cent. This was blocked by Boylan, 
a member of the committee, whose 
motion to send the bill back to 
eliminate $18,000 to keep. the 
library of Congress open on Sun- 
days, was defeated. 

Representative Sandlin (Dem.), 
Louisiana, in charge of the legisia- 
tive bill, told the House that Whit- 
tington’s proposal to reduce Con- 

en's salaries had been con- 
sidered by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee and that it was concluded 
that if the pay were further re- 
duced that only rich men or men 
who permitted their campaigns to 
be financed by special groups could 
be elected to represent the people.

The curiosity of Police Sergeant 
Charles Rowland was aroused last 


Illinois license plates, and this led 
later to the arrest of Hurck and 
Elbert Spring, whom he employed 
as clerk. Both, police said, signed 


statements admitting they had 
faked a holdup report. 

Knowing Hurck to be a St. Louis- 
an, Sergeant Rowland had jotted 
down the license numbers of the au- 
tomobile. He had returned to the 
Laclede District Police Station only 
a short time before 7:40 o'clock 


115 North Twenty-second 
had been held up. 

Going there he _ interviewed 
Spring, who told him an armed 
Negro had held him up and taken 
between $300 and $400. Hurck en- 
tered while the Sergeant was there 
and told him he had left the office 
some time hefore and was just pass- 
ing by. Rowland searched the au- 
tomobile with Dlinois license plates 
which Hurck had left in front of 
the office and under the rear seat, 
he reported, found $453. 

Hurck and Spring were taken to 
the station and questioned sep- 
arately. Spring’s story, which po- 
lice said was in accord with the 
one told by Hurck, was that his 
employer had told him yesterday 
afternoon he needed money and 
the best way to get it was to fake 
a holdup and file claim for insur- 
ance. Hurck then instructed him, 
Spring said, on details of the rob- 
bery he was to report, and left the 
office, taking with him the money 
found later in the car. 

The automobile proved to be 
Spring’s. He formerly lived at 
Chatauqua, Ill, but gave 6030 
‘Westminster place as his address 
last night. Hurck, 26 years old, 
said he lived at 5950A Hamilton 
terrace.

PARIS PROFESSOR SENTENCED 
TO PRISON IN ITALY AS SPY 


Director Charles Eydoux of Poly-' 
technic School Gets Five 
Years; Three Commuted, 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Feb. 4.—Convicted of 
espionage on the Jugo-Slavian bor- 
der, Prof. Charles Eydoux, director 
of the Polytechnic school in: Paris, 
was sentenced today to five years’ 
imprisonment, three years of which 
were immediately commuted. 

The prosecution charged Eydoux 
made strategic maps along the 
frontier. The Professor's defense 
was that his notations embraced 
only objects seen from the road, as 
any tourist might have seen them, 
and that there was no political mo- 
tive behind his activities. 

Georgette Bonnefond, the Pro- 
fessor’s secretary, received a sen- 
tence of three years and four 
months. The three years were im- 
mediately commuted and as the 
secretary had been in prison five 
months awaiting trial, the rest of 
the sentence was considered car- 


ried out. 


MRS, GANDHI ARRESTED ON 
CHARGE NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Two Days Ago She Left for Inter- 
ior to Organize Demonstrations 
by Women’s Congress.

BOMBAY, India, Feb. 4.—Mrs. 
Mohandas K. Gandhi, wife of the 
Mahatma, was arrested today at the 
village of Ras on a charge not made 
public by the authorities. 

Two days ago Mrs. Gandhi left 
Ahmedabad for the Guijerat Inter- 
ior with a group of women to or- 
ganize demonstrations by the Wom- 
en’s Nationalist Congress. Today’s 
was her third arrest in 13 months. 


The Mahatma Gandhi has been in 
jail near Poona for more than a 
year for refusing to relinquish his 
campaign of civil disobedience 
against the British Government. 
His wife has received two sentences 
for nationalistic activities—one of 
six months and the other of six 
weeks. She has been an active par- 
ticipant in her husband’s campaign 
against the British.

OF STANFORD GIRL STUDENT 


Driver, Daughter of Wealthy Con- 
tractor, Says She Was Blinded 
By Lights of Bus.

PALO ALTO, Cal, Feb. 4.— 
Theodore B. Dunn, 50, associate 
professor of mining engineering at 
Stanford University here, was killed 
on the campus last night by an 
automobile driven by Miss Eunice 
Force, 20-year-old student. 


Dunn had stepped from a pas- 
senger bus, near the faculty men’s 
clubhouse, and was walking across 
the highway when Miss Force’s car 
struck him. Miss Force, a junior, 
told officers she was blinded by 
the lights of the bus and did not 
see Dunn. She was not held, and 
left the campus for her home in 
Piedmont, where her father, C. 
Emil Force, is a wealthy contrac- 
tor. 

Dunn was a graduate of the Mis- 
souri School of Mines and a cap- 
tain of army engineers in the 
World War. He came to Stanford 
in 1930 after serving as consulting 
engineer and chief mining engineer 
for the Chromium & Aluminum | 
Corporation. His widow survives. 


WANTS COURT TO REDUCE 


HIS PAYMENTS ON HOUSE 


Maywood (Tll.) Salesman Asks That 
Court Amend Contract in 
His Favor. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4—Harry B. 
Ressler, a salesman, has filed suit 
in superior court, making the un- 
usual plea that the contract under 
which he purchased a home in sub- 
urban Maywood be amended so 
that his monthly payments of $50 
will be reduced to an amount he is 
able to pay. 

Provided this cannot be done he 
asks that a total of $4120 be re- 
funded to him in the event he is 
compelled to surrender the prop- 
erty. This represents the amount 
he says he invested. The original 
cost was $8750.

DOES NOT SHUT DOOR 
OF CONCILIATION 


Ready to Alter Phrasing but 
Not Content of Its For- 
mula—aArticle on Sanc- 
tions Reported to Have 
Been Discussed.

GENEVA, Feb. 4.—The Commit- 
tee of 19 of the League of Nations 
Assembly today rejected Japan's 
proposals for treating the Chinese- 
Japanese dispute on a basis of con- 
ciliation, and proceeded to the dis- 
cussion of drafting recommenda- 
tions for a settlement on the basis 
of the Lytton report. 


Yosuke Matsuoka, Japanese dele- 
gate, called on Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, League secretary-general, 


and later officially received noti-. 


fication of the decision of the 
League leaders, which is generally 
regarded here as further straining 
the relations between Tokio and 
Geneva. 

A carefully worded official com- 
munique, dealing with the commit- 
tee’s attitude toward Japan’s pro- 
posals, said: 

“After careful consideration of 
these suggestions the committee, 
while appreciating the spirit which 
prompted them, regretfully came 
to the conclusion that they differed 
so fundamentally from its own pro- 
posals, even as already modified 
to meet the desires of the Japanese 
Government, that they did not af- 
ford a satisfactory basis for a pro- 
cedure of conciliation.” 

Japan’s Two Proposals. 

The two proposals advanced by 
Matsuoka were: 

1. Suppression in the exposition 
of motives which accompanies the 
resolution of a passage relative to 
non-recognition .of the State of 
Manchukuo, which was set up with 
the assistance of the Japanese to 
administer Manchuria. 

2. That the proposed concilia- 
tion body should not have super- 
visory authority in Chinese-Japa- 
nese negotiations for a settlement. 

In reporting rejection of these 
proposals, Sir Eric informed Mat- 
suoka in. behalf of the committee 
that conciliation remained open on 
the basis of the committee's pre- 
vious suggestions. 

The co ttee will resume Mon- 
day the discussion of recommenda- 
tions which will take chapter nine 
of the Lytton report as a basis, 
This chapter deals with the condli- 
tions necessary for a satisfactory 
solution of the conflict between 
China and Japan.

Through the Prussian commission- 
ers, headed by Vice-Chancellor 
Franz von Papen, the Government 
issued a decree dissolving all city 
and village ‘councils throughout 
Prussia, thereby forcing tens of 
thousands of aldermen to defend 
their places at the polis March 12. 
In this way the Government hopes, 
-by constitutional means, to bring 
about the dissolution of the Diet, 
in which the opposition parties now 
are in the majority. 

The Diet impasse was the first maj- 
or hurdie faced by Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s government in the first week of 

its existence. In accordance with 
President von Hindenburg’s insis- 
tence that the Constitution must in 
nowise be strained, the Cabinet 
adopted the long and complicated 
method of communal elections rath- 
er than follow the clamor of some 
newspapers for dissolution of the 
Diet by decree. 

Restrictions Put on Press. 

‘ Before this action was taken the 
Government drafted a decree with- 
drawing the freedom of the press 
insofar as articles likely to ridicule 
the administration, or to cause un- 
rest among the populace, are con- 
cerned. The measure also restricts 
the right of assembly. 

The decree is expected to be pro- 
mulgated Monday but the Govern- 
ment has not waited for that form- 
ality and has barred atleast eight 
Socialist and two Communist papers 
in scattered towns, and the entire 
Communist press in the Ruhr Val- 
ley. The most important Socialist 
paper barred is the Berlin Vor- 
-waerts.. Cologne, Jena, Gera, Han- 
over, Breslau, Mecklenburg and 
Schwerin papers also were prohib- 
ited officially.

After seven months of, investiga- 
tion, the accounting firm of Price 
Waterhouse & Co. reported that 
Kreuger, over a period of 14 years, 
had his enterprises show apparent 
earnings of 1,179,357,000 kroner 
(about $321,000,000) while the real 
earnings were only 150,962,000

By study of the 160 Kreuger com- 
panies the accountants found a to- 
tal income, from sales of shares 
and debentures, loans and profit, of 
2,874,743,000 kroner (about $770,000,- 
000).

GREEKS SEND GIFT 110 YEARS 
AFTER IT WAS ASKED FOR

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 4.—A 
dictionary has come to Yale Uni- 
versity from Athens College in 
Greece in answer to a suggestion 
voiced more than a century ago by 
a Connecticut editor. 

Yale College students in 1823 col- 
lected $800 to aid the people of 
Greece in their fight for inde- 
pendence.

$460,000 BILL FOR JEWELRY 


Singer Sewing Machine Co. Officer 
Sued by Firm.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—The Jew- 
elry bill of Alfred Severin Bourne, 
chairman of the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chince Co., and prominent amateur 
golfer, was computed in a supreme 
court suit today at $460,000 for the 
period between 1922 and 1931. 
The suit, brought by Charlton & 
Co., seeks to collect an alleged bal- 
ance of $37,166.

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TIONAL 
PUTFIRST 
IN TAX DECISION 


U. S.-Court-< of Appeals Re- 

verses Income Penalties 
; Assessed Against Minne- 
apolis prema. 


In an opinion handed down here 
yesterday, Judge Kenyon of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals said it was preferab!e to per- 
Pmit some evasions of the income 
tax laws, rather than to set aside 
constitutional rights. 

The court, in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Kenyon, reversed the 
action of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue and the Board of 
Tax Appeals, in the case of defi- 
ciency assessments of mcome tax 
against Frederick B. Wells, an in- 
vestment broker, of Minneapolis, 
for the years 1924-26 inclusive. 

Wells, in 1922-23, created five 
trust funds, with combined assets 
of $300,000, consisting of negotiable 
securities, cash and insurance pol- 
icies. The income from the trusts 
was to pay premiums on insurance 
policies taken out by Wells, the 
beneficiaries of the insurance pol- 
icies being Wells’ children, other 
relatives, ang designated charities. 

Evasion of Tax Charged. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue held that the trusts cre- 
ated by Wells were a device for 
evasion of surtaxes on his income, 
and set up a deficiency assessment 
against him. Wells appealed to the 
Board of Tax Appeals, which upheld 
the commissioners. 

Judge Kenyon, in his opinion re- 
versing the action of the commis- 
sioner and the board, said that un- 
doubtedly Wells’ purpose had been 
to evade payment of a large part 
of his surtax. 

“Congress,” the Court _ said, 
“passed acts to prevent evasion of 
the tax. It is unfortunate that 
some people of great wealth are 
not willing to bear their fair part 
of the burden of taxation, but are 
willing to place the burden they 
should carry on others. If they can 
do so within the law, the courts 
are powerless to prevent it. 


Constitutional Rights First. 


“It is preferable, however, that 
there be some tax evasion, than 
that the rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution should be lightly set 
aside.” 

Judge Kenyon ruled that’ the 
Commissioner had no right to make 
an assessment against that part of 
the trust income which was to pay 
premiums on Wells’ life insurance 
policies. “Wells had divorced him- 
self from any benefits accruing 
from the policies, and retained no 
control over the income,” the court 
said, “and to tax the same violates 
the Constitution.” 

He held, however, that a small 
part of the income, which was to 
pay primiums on accident policies, 
could be taxed, since Wells might 
receive some return in his lifetime 
from his accident insurance.

Verdict Against L. & N. 
—Husband Killed in Lo- 
comotive Explosion. ’

Mrs. Inez B. Crandall, widow of 
Joseph T. Crandall, engineer who/ 
was killed in an explosion of his 
locomotive at Kinney, Tenn., 
March 18, 1930, won a verdict of 
$15,000 damages for his death from 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 


at the conclusion of trial of the 
cAse yesterday in Federal Judge 
Davis’ Court. 

Mrs. Crandall inane her 
case in the Federal Court after she 
had been enjoined by Probate 
Judge Travis B. Williams of Evans- 
ville, where the Crandalls’ lived, 
from prosecuting the suit in the 
State courts in St. Louis and had 
been jailed for six days for con- 
tempt of court in maintaining the 
suit in disobedience of the court's 
order. 

In the trial before Judge Davis, 
both sides relied on testimony of 
experts. Mrs. Crandall contended 
her husband’s death was due to 
defective workmanship on his 
freight locomotive, while the rail- 
road contended it was due to ‘his 
negligence in failing to maintain a 
proper and safe water level in the 
boiler of the engine. 

On behalf of Mrs. Crandall’s con- 
tention W. J. Gillen, who qualified 
as an expert, testified that exam- 
ination of the wreckage revealed a 
defective weld in the crown sheet 
on the boiler just forward of the 
firebox. 

Gas bubbles in the weld, he de- 
clared, made possible a seepage of 
water which could cause formation 
of steam in volume sufficient to 
cause a violent explosion. Other 
experts testified to the same ef- 
fect. 

For the defense, Benjamin Du- 
Font, formerly master mechanic for 
the railroad on the Henderson divi- 
sion and now stationed in East St. 
Louis, declared that such seepage 
would simply allow the water to 
escape into the firebox and drown 
out the fire. 

He testified that he himself had 
examined the wreck immediately 
after it occurred. He found, he 
continued, that the water level 
mark in the boiler showed it to 
have been five inches below the 
weld in question at the time of the 
explosion, which wrecked the en- 
gine and eight freight cars, tore up 
the right-of-way, and killed the 
fireman and a brakeman in addi- 
tion to the engineer. 


Paid $75 a Day. 
John Hunter, a consulting engi- 


neer of St. Louis, agreed with Du- 
Pont’s theory, and also with his 


statement that Crandall’s failure |. 


to maintain the proper water level 
caused the explosion. On cross- 
examination Hunter testified he 
was paid $75 a day for time while 
testifying as an expert. 

The families of the fireman and 
brakeman killed in the explosion 
received $10,000 in indemnity for

| LOAN MEASURE 1 
SIGNED BY HOOVER 


Under It Secedinieg of Agri- 
culture May Make Ad- 
vances in Return for Lien 
on Produce. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—A_ bill 
hailed by its Congressional . spon- 
sors as the only credit resource for 
many a hard-pressed farmer today 
became law by President Hoover's 
signature. 

Authorizing $90,000,000 for loans 
to farmers to help them produce 
their 1933 crops,.the measure was 
approved by both Houses of Con- 
gress last week. 

Opponents including Represent- 
ative Snell (Rep.), New York, mi- 
nority leader of the House, at- 
tacked it on the ground it Would 
serve to increase agricultural. sur- 
pluses already large and burden- 
some. 

The bill provides that the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture may lend the 
money to farmers in return for 2 
lien on the crop. 

Sharply conflicting views on the 
farm parity bill passed more than 
three weeks ago by the House were 
presented to the Senate Agriculture 
Committee as new requests for a 
chance to testify prevented the 
hearings from closing today as 
scheduled. 

Carl Vrooman Heard. 

Carl Vrooman of Bloomington, 
It., who was Assistant Secretary 
of Agricuiture under President Wil- 
son, told the committee he thought 
that “as a temporary emergency 
measure the basic principle of the 
domestic allotment bill is sound eco- 
nomically.” 

While he said that “no one act 
of Congress can save the American 
farmer,” he indorsed this as a step 
in the right direction and observ- 
ed that it “seems to have the ap- 
proval of the incoming adminis- 
tration and the major agricultural 
organizations” and seems to be the 
only such measure which “has a 
chance of passage.” 

Vrooman described it as “the 
corollary of our protective tariff 
system” and a plan for giving the 
farmer benefits equivalent to tariff 
protection. He recommended 
amendments’ designed to simplify 
it and make it more practicable. 

Trade Board Opposition. 

Taking a wholly different view, 
Thomas Y. Wickham, chairman of 
the Grain Committee on National 
Affairs representing grain and pro- 
duce exchanges and boards of trade 
in various cities, said it would not 
succeed in raising the price of the 
farmer’s products. 

“No legislation,” he suid, ‘can 
ever improve the price unless it 
‘improves the demand for the goods, 
and any legislation that seeks to 
raise the price without increasing 
the demand for the goods is at- 
tempting to prevent an effect with- 
out removing the cause, and must 
fail.” 

The bill was favored, with vari- 
ous suggested amendments, by Dr. 
Mordecai Ezekiel, assistant chief 
economist of the Federal Farm 
Board, who said “it can be made 
to work.”

There are, in fact, two galleries, 
designed by Louis LaBeaume, presi- 
dent of the Museum’s Board of 
Control. One, oblong, and illumin- 
ated by a skylight, opens into the 
Temple Room, built out over the 
space formerly occupied by the un- 
used west entrance to the building. 

At the portals of the Temple 
Room, so called because its peaked 
ceiling suggests a conspicuous char- 
acteristic of the ancient temples, 
stand pedestals from which marble 
heads of a Roman woman and of 
Julian the Apostate regard the 
visitor. 

Within, and to the right, is the 
headless stone figure of Euterpe, 
muse of wind instruments, patron 
of the flute. Beside her, Vespa- 
sian’s thin lips are twisted into a 
sardonic smile as the Roman Em- 
peror looks across the room toward 
the chaste countenance of the 
Greek poetess. Next to Vespasian, 
another Roman Emperor, Cara- 
calla, coarse and brutal, faces the 
Roman cinerary urn which occupies 
the room’s central space. The urn 
may be a grewsome reminder that 
Caracalla murdered his brother that 
he alone might rule, and ordered a 
general massacre in Alexandria be- 
cause of a fancied insult.

It is 
expected that the appraisal will re- 
sult in a substantial reduction 
from the former valuation, due to 
declines in the prices of labor and 
material. 

The commission also has ordered 
an audit of the operating expenses 
and revenues of the company, 
which will begin in about three 
months, The audit is being de- 
layed to enable the commission to 
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obtain data on operating experience

It was understood that the corporation was 
favorably impressed with the need for 
some such action, and suggested that it 
might advance 50 per cent of the fund 
needed. 50 per cent qualification, 
while not an official rule, has applied 
by the corporation in respect to funding 
certain maturing railroad obligations, the 
corporation agreeing to meet the railroads 
and their bankers half way in any plans 
that might be worked out for refinancing. 

In some quarters, it was said that a con- 
solidation of the two id@éas might be effect- 
ed.

Japan’s Challenge Indicates U. S. and Russia 
Must Become Members to Make Geneva 
Decisions Effective in Orient.

ONFRONTED with the fact that the League of Nations, as a 
“universal organization” has suffered an almost irreparable blow 
to its prestige, both through failure of its members to obtain an 


oyitcble settlement of the Manchurian dispute, and to a certain ex- 
int because Of its inability to cope with the Paraguay-Bolivian con- 
iroversy over the Gran Chaco, a strong tendency is developing among 
certain nations to favor gradual transformation of the League into a 


strictly European affair. 

On all sides it is frankly admit- 
red that, in dealing with war 
threats which have arisen either 
in the Orient or in South and Lat- 
in America, the League’s machin- 
ery has failed to function effec- 
tively. For this two excuses are 
offered: the absence of the Unit- 
ed States, Russia and the two 
great South American Powers, 
Brazil and Argentine, and second- 
y, Great Britain’s hesitancy’ to 
back the League to the limit 
(even with the co-operation of 
France, Italy and Germany) in ex- 
tra-continental matters which af- 
fect the imterests of Russia and 
the United States far more than 
they involve the material or po- 
litical interests of England or the 
members Of the League as a 
whole, 

It is conceded that American or 
Russian membership in_ the 
League is highly improbable—at 
least for vears and maybe decades 
to come. Yet, until,those two 
countries, as well as the absent 
South American states, feel in- 
clined to accept in full the re- 
sponsibilities, as well as the ad- 
vantages, -embodied in the 
League's covenant, the ' League 
will be unable to deal effectively 
with extra-European problems, ex- 
cept when, as an informal con- 
tiiation body, its services are 
mutually desired by the disput- 
ants. 

Blessing in Disguise. 

Japan's strenuous objection to 
Washingion’s, and incidentally, 
Moscow's participation in a “‘con- 
ciiation commission acting under 
the covenant,’ has been a blessing 
in disguise to the League. It has

In the past decade 
when France has rushed to the 
support of a “League idea’”’ Brit- 
ain has usually cooled in her en- 
thusiasm for Geneva; when the 
French Tri-color drops'to half- 
staff, then London. hoists’ the 
Union Jack and becomes an ar- 
dent champion of the League. 
Perhaps no other League member 
has been so realistically Macchia- 
velian and materialistic in using 
the League to further its own 
national interests as has England. 
One Tory Minister who partici- 
pated in the Mosul debates open- 
ly declared: ““‘When it is necessary 
to put across something without 
arousing suspicion, come to Gen- 
eva to do it.” Another British 
statesman frankly stated that: 
“It would be to Great Britain’s in- 
terests to keep the United States 


out of the League rather than to 


urge her admission.’”” Which ob- 
sgervation.contains a great deal of 
truth since England would prob- 
ably find her “dominions” with 
their sit votes more often lined 
up with the American delegations 
than with her own.

ROME, Feb. 4. 
AM not one who belongs to

of the modern days, helps for 
progress of this age. The world 
cannot turn backwards, no, not 
even to the golden age. We have 
learned too much and we have

As I have said, I do not decry 
the machine, but encourage it. It 
can be said today that in Italy, 
and in agriculture alone, we have 
introduced the machine more than 
ever into the history of the coun- 
try. 

Ten years ago in Italy, farm 
machinery was a rare exception, 
while today there are more than 
13,000 tractors in operation. 
These have increased our yield

With no little emotion, I thought of this 
very circumstance of my childhood when sey- 
eral months ago near Littoria, the town which 
I founded, I signaled the start of a hundred 
mechanical plows on the Pontine marshes 
which were reclaimed from squalor to fruit- 
fulness. 

I have encouraged the machine in _ all 
branches of our economy. Despite the fact 
that Italy has a fairly average surplus popu- 
lation, we have not stopped technological 
progress and what science can add to the po- 
litical-economic system we have always been 
ready gladly to accept. 

We have more and better machines in Italy 
now than ever. Our trains run faster. Our 
steamers are bigger than and as fast as any- 
thing afloat. Our.seaplanes are considered 
by many as the best in the world, while our 
electric equipment all over the country is the 
very latest developed. Our roads are built 
with machinery, Land reclamation projects 
have meant the added use of all kinds of in- 
tricate dredgers, excavators and special canal 
makers. For a country. which one can say 
only recently emerged from the agricultural 
atage, Italy presents to the world a spectacle 
of marked technological! eepenane in a yery 
short space of time.

I, therefore, am a firm supporter of all 
technological progress, but I believe it must 
be made the servant of man rather than his 
master. . 

We have been indebted to America for 
much of the progress of this age and now 
there comes from America a new proposal in 
political economy, namely the rule of the 
machine, termed by its sponsors Technocracy. 

History has seen pass a procession of ex- 
periments in theories of government. As class- 
es were formed during our various periods of 
development, these classes claimed the right 
to rule as being most worthy and best fitted. 

Plato, in his Republic, maintained that the 
best. form of government- was that presided 
Over by philosophers. We tried it, and all 
through the Middle Ages theologians aspired 
and endeavored to direct the affairs of man- 
kind, even his temporal affairs.” It failed as 
the great universal spirit of Dante prophe- 
sied.

The introduction of 
machines has certainly raised the tenor of life 
for rural peoples in a very considerable way. 

With no little emotion, I thought of this 
very circumstance of my childhood when sey- 
eral months ago near Littoria, the town which 
I founded, I signaled the start of a hundred 
mechanical plows on the Pontine marshes 
which were reclaimed from squalor to fruit- 
fulness. 


I have encouraged the machine in all 
branches of our economy. Despite the fact 
that Italy has a fairly average surplus popu- 
lation, we have not stopped technological 
progress and what science can add to the po- 
litical-economic system we have always been 
ready gladly to accept. 

We have more and better machines in Italy 
now than ever. Our trains run faster. Our 
steamers are bigger than and as fast as any- 
thing afloat. Our seaplanes are considered 
by many as the best in the world, while our 
electric equipment all over the country is the 
very latest developed. Our roads are built 
with machinery. Land reclaimation projects 
have meant the added use of all kinds of in- 
tricate dredgers, excavators and special canal 
makers. For a country. which one can say 
only recently emerged from the agricultural 
stage, Italy presents to the world a spectacle 
of marked technological progress in a very 
short space of time. 


Praises Machine but Stresses

We have indeed passed from the pain to 
the pleasure of economy and, as has been said, 
there should no longer be a problem of stav- 
ing off want, but merely that of finding the 
efficient means for the distribution of things 
we are able to produce. 


I, therefore, am a firm supporter of all 
technological progress, but I believe it must 
be made the servant of man rather than his 
master. 

We have been indebted to America for 
much of the progress of this age and now 
there comes from America a new proposal in 
political economy, namely the rule of the 
machine, termed by its sponsors Technocracy. 

History has seen pass a procession of ex- 
periments in theories of government. As class- 
es were formed during our various periods of 
development, these classes claimed the right 
to rule as being most worthy and best fitted. 

Plato, in his Republic, maintained that the 
best: form of government- was that presided 
Over by philosophers. We tried it, and all 
through the Middle Ages theologians aspired 
and endeavored to direct the affairs of man- 
kind, even his temporal affairs.* It failed as 
the great universal spirit of Dante prophe- 
sied. | 

The theologians were compelled to return’ 
to their’ sphere of action, which was the

The Cost of Old-Age Pensions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Y OUR editorial on Mr. McCawley’s 
figures was interesting and should 
be convincing. May I take the liberty of 
enlarging on some of the figures and giv- 
ing the experience of some other states? 

California, according to the census for 
1930, had # population of 5,677,251. Mis- 
Souri’s population, according to the same 
census, was 3,629,367, 2,000,000 less than 
that of California. We use the latter 
State as a basis because it has the oldest 
law for pensioning dependent aged per- 
pons in operation. 

California: during the first two years 
pensioned 11,307 aged poor at a total cost 
‘of $2,927,000. Yet we are told that Mis- 


The international depression, now more than three 
years old, has continued long enough to justify an 
impression that only time can solve s0 many prob- 
lems. The world has no statesmanship capable of 
coping with such a complexity of difficulties, nor 
is it Jikely to have. , 

That something of this sort. might happen was 
clearly foreseen by the British economist, John May- 
nard Keynes. He refused at the outset to predict 
how long the depression would last, because he was 
not sure that its causes come within the scope of 
human wisdom. He pointed out that the Dark Ages, 
which lasted some 800 years, were a similar 
phenomenon. There is no agreement among either 
historians or economists as to the causes of the Dark 
Ages. The situation with respect to them is very 
much as it is in some of the aspects of the present 
great depression. Prof. F. W. Taussig of Harvard said 
recently that he has a tyeory of our domestic de- 
pression, but he expressed doubt that it would be 
accepted by any of his colleagues at Harvard. Obvi- 
ously, neither our captains of industry nor what we 
have for statesmen understood it, else they would not 
have been undone by so many failures to forecast the 
return of prosperity. 

Prof. Taussig’s belief is that American industry 
plunges first in this direction and then that, with the 
consequent intervals of paralysis which have bedev- 
iled the eountry for a hundred years, given us the 
depressions of the 1830s, 1850s, 1870s; 1890s, 1907, 
1913, 1921 and, finally, the present depression. Mr, 
Coolidge thought we had ridden too high, and Roger 
Babson thinks we had too much money and spent it 
too freely. The philosopher Oswald Spengler thinks 
the machine is devouring Western civilization. We 
have agreement with this view in Prof. Einstein's 
belief that the immense productivity of the United 
States caused an industrial paralysis which has 
thrown 12,000,000 people out of work. 

The Senate has appointed a committee to investi- 
gate the causes of our domestic depression, a subject 
which has by this time produced innumerable books,

It is now a year and a half since the British 
delegation. went home from a convention of the 
International Chamber of Commerce held in Wash- 
ington. The delegation made upon its return to 
England a report upon the state of the world and 
what it considered to be the causes of such wide- 
spread distress. Nothing has ever been done about 
this formal prescription for a sick world. Even 
England herself has turned her back upon it by the 
installation of tariffs. It may be true, as it is some- 
times said, that England was forced off free trade by 
the tariffs of other countriey. However that may be, 
as hard-headed an authotity as Philip Snowden did 
not believe it. He resigned as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

The United States in part disregarded the British 
prescription by compelling England to send us $95,- 
000,000 in gold last Dec. 15. The delegation, which 
expressed belief that the United States had not un- 
derstood its function as a creditor nation, listed four 
primary causes of the international depression. They 
were:

Poland, as presently constituted, 
her continued existence al- 
most entirely to the League. As 
long as the Covenant guarantees 
the Polish Corridor she is reason- 
ably safe from attack. The Ger- 
mans, however, will not’ tolerate 
the present state of affairs indef- 
initely. The French, too, are show- 
ing an indication of weakening 
their military commitments in the 
East and would gladly see an 
amicable adjustment of Polish- 
German difficulties. Both Ger- 
many and Poland are currying the 
favor of Soviet Russia, largely be- 
cause of the Corridor question. 
Czecho-Slovakia, alone of the Suc- 
ession States, has no major po- 
litical problems. Once her dispute 
With Hungary over a small amount 
of territory is settled, Prague can 
stand aside tranquilly, although her 
geographical position makes her 
economic prosperity dependant up- 
on European stability. 

Where Others Come in. 

_ Greece, Portugal, Spain and Tur- 
Key, while outside the orbit of Con- 
Unental affairs, are to a certain 
extent inextricably bound up with 
Europe’s major political problems. 
For Spain and Portugal there is 
the Straits of Gibraltar and Mo- 
rocco, as well as African. colonies. 
lt is not so long ago that there 
Was talk of forcing Portugal to 
cede her colonies to Germany. Only 
through the League could Lisbon 
defend its rights. Greece and Tur- 
key are interested in the Darda- 
elles, the Bosphorus and Suez 
Canal, their outlets to the trade 
Inarts of the Seven Seas, and also 
have financial and economic inter- 
ests which center at Geneva.

Down in the Balkans—Bulgaria, 
Austria, Hungary, Rumania and 
JugoSlavia—they attach a great 
deal of value to the League. In 
this cock-pit of Europe, where wars 
have been brewed for centuries, 
there are many post-war problems 
still unsolved. These run the entire 
gamut of social, economic, finan- 
cial, political, territorial down to 
traditional rivalries. There is the 
internationalization of the Danube, 
the outlets to the Black, Aegean 
and Adriatic; the Macedonian ques- 
tion, minorities and mixed-up pop- 
ulations, all thorny, which rankle. 
War could easily arise out of any 
o fthese controversies were it not 
from the ameliorating influence of 
the concert of European Powers ex- 
ercised through the medium of the 
League covenant. 

Likewise, in the Baltic—Finland, 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuanian— 
they consider the League as the 
greatest bulwark against possible 
Russian aggression. Lithuanian 
hopes that, between the League and 
Germany, she will eventually obtain 
satisfaction from Poland over Vil- 
na; The Esthonians, Finns and 
Latvians are not particularly wor- 
ried so long as Russia’s attention 
is riveted on the Far East, but nev- 
ertheless they have great faith in 
Geneva’s potential powers, particu- 
larly since their interests are those 
of other non-Communistic western 
countries. 

No Revision Needed. 

The suggestion of curtailing the 
League’s essential activities—and 
incidentally its commitments and 
obligations—to matters which it 
can more easily handle, is not based 
upon any opposition to the theory 
of universality. It is merely an 
honest recognition of facts and ad- 
mission of the League’s limitations 
so long as the United States and 
Russia refuse to become members. 
There would be no need to revise 
or amend the Covenant, it is: ar- 
gued. Merely a tacit understand- 
ing that the Covenant would not 


be invoked in matters which would | 


tax its strength, is considered as 
enough. Articles 10, 11, 15 and 16 
of the Covenant—which imply sanc- 
tions, etc., would be invoked only 
where the chances of success were 
good or for purely European con- 
troversies where peaceful settle- 
ment admittedly would be desirable 
for all parties. : 

Overseas questions in which the 
League would continue to take an 
active interest would be economic, 
humanitarian, social, etc.—zones 
where its usefulness is unanimously 
recognized and undisputed. 

Then in the near, or distant, fu- 
ture, when the United States and 
Russia would be more inclined to 
join wholeheartedly in a concert of 
Powers, the League would be once 
more ready to expand its horizons. 
The Covenant is elastic enough to 
cover almost any contingency as it 
stands; it should be_ resilient 
enough to be able to contract so as 
to remain workable despite the ad- 
verse political winds which are buf- 
feting it both in the Far East and 
South America, its advocates con- 
tend. In brief ,they would have it 
pull in its horns lest they become 
blunted unnecessarily.

Then every cal- 
low youth will speak the decisive 
word, and wisdom and experience 
will fly like spray before the ‘wind. 
Then we shall take Germany’s des- 
tiny in our hands. Then we shall 
solve the question of socialism rad- 
ically and decisively, unconcerned 
by tradition, education, 
background, or class, 
of the future of the creative Ger- 
man people. 

“Then we shall show that nation- 
alism is something more than a 
comfortable moral theology of the 
property-owning middle class and 
of the capitalist profiteer. From 
the poisonous wastes of defeat a 
new nationalism will arise as the 
most radical form of popular self- 
defense, and, at the same time, a 
new socialism will emerge as the 
most conscious creation of the 
requisite conditions.” 

“You praise socialism. But isn’t 
the German worker right in des- 
pairing of socialism and of the fu- 
ture of his class after his 60-year 
struggle for socialism, which has 
ended in the complete bankruptcy 
of his civic ideals?” 

“Not at all. For, in the first 
place, the German worker has not 
struggled for socialism for 60 years, 
but for Marxism, whose _ theories 
destroy races and nations and are 
the complete antithesis of living so- 
cialism. Marxism was never the 
ideal of the German worker, who 
accepted this waste of Jewish the- 
cry only because he had no other 
means of fighting for the freedom 
of his class. Marxism not only digs 
the graves of nations; it also de- 
stroys the class that fights most 
vigorously in its behalf, the work- 
ing class. The worker, therefore, 
does not have the right to despair 
of socialism, but the duty to des- 
pair of Marxism.” 

Issue of Anti-Semitism. 

“You make a great deal of the 
fact that you are against the Jews. 
Isn’t anti-Semitism an outworn 
theory in the twentieth century? 
Isn’t the Jew a human 0being? 
Isn’t it a bad sign if sixty million 
of us fear two million Jews?” 

“Listen. Try, for once, to think 
logically. If we were only anti- 
Semites, then indeed our creed 
would be out of date in the twen- 
tieth century. But we are also so- 
cialists. As far as we are con- 
cerned, Jews and socialists are not 
identical. Socialism — in, other 
words, freedom for the German 
proletariat and therefore for the 
German nation—can be attained 
énly against the Jews, and because 
we desire the freedom of Germany 
and desire socialism, we are anti- 
Semites. ... 

“It is not a bad sign for us, but 
for you, that sixty million Ger- 
mans fear two million Jews, for we 
do not fear these two million Jews. 
We fight against them. But you 
are too cowardly to join in this 
fight and merely beat about the 
bush instead. If these sixty mil- 
lion would fight against the Jews, 
as we do, then they would not need 
to be afraid any more. But the 
Jews would be full of fear.” 

“Now you must show your colors. 
Are you monarchists or republic- 
ans?” 

“Neither. We regard the form of 
the state as unimportant. A nation 
that was ruined by the Versailles 
treaty has more important matters 
to decide than whether to be a 
monarchy or a republic. That ques- 
tion should be decided by the peo- 
ple when they are free. But, fun- 
damentally, we say this. A good 
republic is better than a bad mon- 
archy, and a good monarchy is bet- 
ter than a bad republic.” 

“Every party has its program. 
What is yours? If you want to win

“You ask how we can free the 
workers. ... Has the worker ever 
found another worker who could 
free him? No. The so-called lead- 
ers are men like Scheidemann, 
Wels, Noske and Bauer.

We are neither 
bourgeois nor proletarian. The con- 
ception of the middle class is dead, 
and the conception of the prole- 
tariat will never again come to 
life. We wilt have none of the 
bourgeois world that is now decay- 
ing, non do we want the proletarian 
Marxian future for which the Jews 
and their followers are now fight- 
ing.

“The Enemy.” 


“We recognize clearly that the 
international enemy is breaking 
the backs of the European nations. 
There is hardly any national cap- 
ital left in Germany. Our’ railways, 
mines, factories, money, gold, and 
the Reichsbank have all been 
transformed into stock certificates 
that lie in the treasuries of the 
Jewish banks of London and New 
York, But shares are worthless in 
and of themselves. They do not 
run on tracks; they do not extract 
coal; they do not produce bread 
or goods; they make no money and 
mine gold. They are able only 
to off interest. If we had a 
real German state, it would declare 
null and void all German securities 
held in Jewish banks. It would 
treat them like so many scraps of 
paper and would summon into ex- 
istence in Germany a government 
of national labor. Since we have 
not got such a state, we have had 
to fall to the level of a Dawes col- 
ony. In such a position, there is 
no such thing as popular wealth 
or national capital belonging to the 
people and the nation. Everything 
is in the power of an international 
banking syndicate. 

“Of course, we must fight against 
this international world power, and 
we should be very shortsighted if 
we did not support similar move- 
ments in other countries that are 
fighting on our front. But the pur- 
pose of this battle never has been, 
and never will be, the world repub- 
lic of socialism. That has never 
existed and never will exist. It lives 
only in the brains of Jewish la- 
bor traitors and misied German 
workers. Our goal is the founda- 
tion of a new national, socialist 
state. We play no part in the 
fight that nations are making 
through international channels 
against the international forces of 
gold. We recognize all the limita- 
tions of the various nationg that 
prevent a common understanding.

scious, responsible dictatorship, 
those conditions that are necessary 
to carry through the new idea.

Industrial Bureau Also Re- 

ports Eight Expansions— 
+ $99,000 More Capital 
Required. 


Twelve new industries entered 
the St. Louis district during De- 
cember, the Industrial Bureau has 
reported, and eight established 
firms expanded. These develop- 
ments required additional capital 
investment of $99,000, provided em- 


ployment for 135, and absorbed 
100,500 square feet of existing floor 
space. 

For 1932, the fifth year of the In- 
dustrial Bureau’s existence, the re- 
port showed 115 new industries and 
103 expansions. New capital in- 
vestments totaled $4,745,550, em- 
ployment was provided for 2442, 
1,372,875 square feet of existing 
floor space was absorbed and 406,- 
605 square feet were constructed. 

Number of Industries Grows. 

In number, the new industries ex- 
ceed the 1931 total by 44, an in- 
crease of 62 per cent, while 28 
more expansions were reported last 
year than during the previous year. 
The total for the other factors, 
however, fell below 1931. 

The past year, the Bureau said, 
brought its full share of new ideas, 
new processes and new products to 
St. Louis. Photographic films, cel- 
lophane envelopes, mixed natural 
gas distribution, glass bricks, glass 
caskets, various ingenious mechan- 
ical devices, safety window sash, an 
aggregate from blast furnace slag 
and many others comprise the list.

It would not be true to say that 
in my long refereeing caréer I did 
not find the players and crowd dis- 
agreeing with my jfrulings—they 
often did, and said so. A strange 
feature Was that 90 per cent of 
‘those disagreements came from 
incidents connected with the goal- 
keeper. 
The goalkeeper must be protect- 
ed, but the goalkeeper must not 
take liberties, and I propose to go 
through the things he may or may 
not do. 
In the first place, the goalkeeper, 
if he leaves his goal area, becomes 
an ordinary player so far as charg- 
ing is concerned. He can be 
charged whether or not he has the 
ball in his hands. If the goalkeep- 
er leaves the penalty area, then he 
cannot touch the ball with his 
hands. He becomés an ordinary 
player. If he does touch the ball, 
then the referee must give a: free 
kick under Law 9, and a goal can 
be scored direct from that kick. 

Answer to Last Problem. 
Here I want to solvé my problém 
of last week. You will recall that 
a goalkeeper fisted the ball clear 
from his own goal mouth, and the 
ball went into the net at the other 
end. What was the ruling?’ De- 
spite the fact that the other goal- 
keeper made no attempt to save, it 
was a goal. The first goalkeeper 
was within his rights in touching 
the ball with his hands, and the 
goal must count.

Milstein, Violinist, With Symphony 


ATHAN MILSTEIN, youthful 

master of the violin, and the 

one Auer pupil to emerge from 
post-war Russia, returns to the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra for the 
third time in four years when he 
appears as soloist of its concerts 
at the Odeon next Friday afternoon 
and Saturday evening, playing the 
Goldmark Concerto, which is rare- 
ly heard here. Milstein made his 
first appearance with any Ameri- 
can orchestra when he made his 
debut in St. Louis in 1929, playing 
the Glazounoff Concerto, and a 
year later presented the Brahms. 
He is the third in that triumvirate 
of young Russians who in the past 
five years have conquered the 
musical world—Vliadimir Horowitz, 
pianist, Gregor Piatigorsky, ‘cellist, 
and himself. 

Born in Odessa, Milstein was tak- 
en at the age of 10 to Leningrad, 
where he became an Auer pupil. 
That was less than 20 years ago, 
for he is still under 30. Like many 
another aspiring young artist he 
was caught in the throes of the 
Botshevist revolution. From it, he 
and Horowitz emerged 
They concertized together, playing 
before audiences of peasants and 
workmen who paid them. in sugar, 
salt, potatoes, any food stuffs. It 
was Horowitz who first escaped 
across the border to Poland and in- 
to Germany. Later Milstein fol- 
lowed but had to leave his violin 
behind. The pianist had preceded 
him to Berlin. A fiddle was found, 
a backer interested and Milstein 
was launched in a recital. Since 
then he has toured regularly Eu- 
rope and North and South America 
each season. “ 

The Russian is soloist of a con- 
cert which will also be marked by 
a first performance in St. Louis of 
the “Leggenda Sinfonica” of Alex-

ander Steinert, a young American 
now living in Paris, and a _ friend 
both of Conductor Golschmann and 
Milstein, who by the way are in- 
timate associates in the Paris world 
of music. Steinert is a Bostonian, 
a Harvard man, and winner of the 
American “Prix de Rome.” His 
“Legend” had its first presentation 
under Dr. Howard Hanson at the 
Augusteo concerts in Rome and 
has also been presented by Dr. 
Serge Koussevitzky and the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra. 

Schubert’s “Rosamunde” over- 
ture and the Second. Suite. of 
“Daphnis and Chloe” by Maurice 
Ravel complete the program. 

The Goldmark Concerto which 
Milstein plays has not been heard 
with the orchestra in years. It is 
a work difficult and brilliant, but 
thoroughly musical and will be wel- 
comed by those who heard it long 
ago as well as by those who are 
given their first opportunity by 
Milstein’s determination to present 
unhackneyed masterpieces when he 
appears with the great orchestras 
as soloist.

18, 1925, by airs. P. W. Litchfield, 
wife of the president of the Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co. On its 
first trip Jack Yolton acted as pilot 
and Carl Wollam as copilot. 

The Pilgrim’s car has a seating 
capacity for a pilot and two passen- 
gers. Up to Dec. 30, 1921, when it 
was retired from service, the Pil- 
grim had made 4765 flights, carried 
5355 passengers, flown 2880 hours 
and covehred 94,974 miles. It nas 
flown more than any other non- 
rigid airship.

Howard Scott Holds No University 
Degrees and His Scientific Past 


Is Almost as Obscure as the Remedies 


He Proposes for the Present Ills 


of Society, But His Utterances 
Have Excited the Whole Country. 


about by the intelligent and fullest use of the facilities for pro- 
duction which today produce only a fraction of what they might. 
Everyone by now is familiar with the process which hamstrings 
industry today-—the glutting of the market by unregulated com- 
petition, the overproduction, the layoffs of workers and the ulti- 
mate destruction of their purchasing power, the closing up of 
factories. In this respect, Technocracy would supply the same 
remedy advocated by Communists and some Socialists—planned 
production and distribution under central control, without profit. 
But the remedy would go not to restoring purchasing power 
(for under Technocracy the “price” system is outlawed) but to 
mere improvement of production and delivery. Here it goes 
farther than either of the dominant Marxian schools. Even in 
Russia a system of currency based on the arbitrary value of a 
metal is the medium by which goods change hands. 

Por money Technocracy would substitute a standard of energy, 
measured wm ergs. This “energy determinant’ is said to be the 
unique contribution of Howard Scott to the Technocratic system 
and is offered as the only true and abiding measure of the value 
of things. 

Scott is not the first economist to express dissatisfaction with 
gold as a standard of commodity value. Its elasticity and vari- 
abiltiy have long been under fire, as well as its arbitrary relation 
to the things whose value it assumes to measure. An ounce of 
gold has no real connection with a pair of shoes or overalls, it 
is pointed out, but energy has, for a certain amount of energy, 
easily and accurately measured, is essential for the production 
of anything. | 


HE practical value of this knowledge in predicting what life 
for the ordinary person would be under the sway of Tech- 
nocracy is nil, since it offers only a new system of currency. 
Similarly, the other Technocratic manifestoes have been so unclear 
that all sorts of wild imaginings are being rushed to the news- 
stands, based not upon claim made by the Technocrats, but upon 
the writings of the early fathers of the creed—Veblen, Edward 
Bellamy and others. 

It may be stated though that Technocracy would wipe away 
many of the pillars of our system of government and society. 
Scott has come out for the abolition of credit and debt and this 
means the end of bonds, mortgages, notes and hence the founda- 
tions which support the moneyed classes, churches, universities. 
hospitals, insurance companies, banks, philanthropic foundations 
and pension funds. Since the state would be collective, no in- 
dividual would own property in his own name, hence that large 
part of the legal machinery engaged in the protection of wealth 
of the country would automatically pass out for lack of work. 
A crime against property could not be committed, but there would 
still be crimes agasnst person and very likely new forms of crime 
would develop. Democracy, already fighting for ‘its life, would 
take the count. 

The daily life of the citizen (already dubbed by one writer 
“Technizen™) is purely a matter of conjecture but the Techno- 
crats by their very vagueness have laid themselves open to it 
and deserve every pang they suffer as they read the speculative 
nightmares. The conclusion of some commentators that Scott 
and his friends hope to make rqbots of everybody is hardly jus-. 
tified in the light of Technocracy’s avowed intention to cut the 
work-day in half and enormously multiply individual income, 
thus not only giving the individual more possessions but more 
time in which to enjoy them. Likewise the claim that Scott 
aims to mechanize the human inhabitants of North America 
mentally has also been discr-dited. One of the most important 
contentions of the Technocrats is that man is “through” as a 
producing unit; that machinery tended by a few persons has 
supplanted him and that, sf things were managed as they should 
be, he would have a real opportunity for striking out in the 
direction of new and untried achievement. Nor, as far as a 
reasonably full reading of available literature on the subject 
discloses, does the proposed system contemplate the abolition of 
art or religion. To muddle through some of the unofficial 
prophecies that the wild-eyed litterateurs have evolved is to be- 
come half-convinced that after a few years of Technocracy every- 
one will have a copper stomach, a brass heart and a metallic 
brain controlled by a row of buttons on the desk of the Head 
Technocrat.

Who Discovered a Buried 


Site Unearthed on the 


Kentucky Bluffs at 
Wickliffe, Believed 


to Be at Least 


3000 Years Old.

WICKLIFFE, Kentucky. 
N AMATEUR =§ archeolo- 
eist’s hobby has just led 
him to the discovery of the 
site of a buried American 
city believed to be at least 
3000 years old. 

On the Kentucky bluffs overlooking 
the Mississippi River near the junction 
of the Ohio, he has dug into three of 
a group of nine low-lying mounds and 
has unearthed not only 149 skeletons 
of this ancient city’s inhabitant’s, but 
also the charred remains of a temple, 
the ruins of a mammoth council hall, 
innumerable stone implements and 
pieces of pottery, and & vast burying 
ground containing probably 1000 
dead. In some respects the find differs 
from any made so far on this conti- 
For one thing, the temple has 
three separate al- 
tars. Nowhere have 
more than one 
been found in any 
one temple before. 
Some of the pot- 
tery, too, is unlike 
any found. else- 
where. Scientists 
are of the opinion 
that this city.was a 
great religious cen- 
ter of the stone 
age, a metropolis 
whose life was 
touched by many 
distant influences.

Fain W. King, oil and lumber deal- 
er of Paducah, Kentucky, is the ama- 
feur archeologist who has brought all 
this historical material to light. His 
penchant for relic hunting was respon- 
sible—that and his lifelong curiosity 
about the primitive races that inhab- 
ited this continent. His acquaintances 
say that even as a schoolboy ‘e was 
always poking into things end prodd- 
ing in the ground for stone arrow- 
heads and other artifacts. As he grew 
older he steeped himself in the lore 
of ancient peoples and often set aside 
business to go on a relic-hunting ex- 
pedition or to excavate some Indian 
hurial mound. For a long time he bad 
an eye on these mysterious mounds on 
the Mississippi bluffs in Western Ken- 
tucky. They intrigued hint. So a 
short time ago he bought them, along

This group of mounds had been 


known since the earliest settlers came 
10 this part of Kentucky, but in a 
country where mounds are so common 
nobody paid a great deal of attention 
to them. They were attributed to the 
Indians or some earlier race loosely 
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identified as the mound builders and 
were supposed to be of great age be- 
cause large trees had grown up on 
some of them. Even those persons in- 
terested enough to have any theories 
about them at all thought they were 
probably ordinary burial mounds and 
might contain a few stone weapons and 
implements along with a few crumb- 
ling bones. 

King, however, was determined to 
find out what they contained. So after 
acquiring the land, he pitched a camp 
with “field office’ and sleeping quar- 
ters, installed a small library and set 
au crew of excavators at work.

HE xzreatest find was the tem-

Evidently fires had been kept burn- 
ing constantly for hundreds of years 
in the temple altars, for they ‘were 
baked and burned to an almost incred- 
ible hardness. There are two fire pits 
one for each temple. They are about 
four feet long, three feet wide and 14 
inches deep. The pit of the second 
temple is superimposed directly above 
the first and separated from it by a 
thin layer of clay. The graceful out- 
lines of these pits indicate the builders 
were artistic as well as religious. 
Their religion is believed to have been 
sun worship. In both the temple 
mound and council mound were found 
vessels containing mussel shells for re- 
ligious offerings. 

Pottery peculiar to the Wickliffe 
culture has been found in all three of 
the mounds opened thus far. The most 
distinctive piece is a circular bow] with

ihe years passed his 
reputation for undigni- 
fied behavior grew. In- 
numerable stories are 
told about him. Some 
concern his flouting, baiting and hob- 
nobbing with audiences—or throwing 
piano stools at them if he didn't like 
or shouting enthusiastically at 
them if he did. Sometimes he would 
trick his listeners. After playing a 
passage, he would ask, ‘You like dis?” 
The crowd would shout, ‘Yes!’ And 
De Pachmann would then inform them, 
“It was bad. You are fools.” 

In Berlin he once mounted the stage 
holding a pair of socks up before him. 
He explained to the audience that the 
socks were sacred to him, for they 
had been knitted by George Sand for 
Chopin. After the concert a critic 
called at De Pachmann’s rooms and 
reverently kissed the socks. Some time 
later the pianist confided in an ac- 
quaintance that the socks had no cob- 
nection with Chopin-—-they were mere- 
ly a pair of his own.

When 
he finished and ap- 
plause filled the the- 
ater, he made his bows 
to the piano. The staid 
Bostonians cf the or- 
chestra were profouna- 
ly shocked by his be- 
havior. 

Praise of his own 
playing was frequent 
with De Pachmann. 

While it may have been merely due to 
egotism or a part of the role of eccen- 
tric, there is another possibility. No 
one can question De Pachmann’'s deep 
devotion to music, and it may be that 
his ‘‘bravos’’ for himself were really 
tributes to the custodian of a rare gift 
rather than to the man, De Pachmann. 
If one takes this view, such exclama- 
tions of the pianist's as ‘‘How divinely 
beautiful is the way I play’ are not 
merely amusing. 

Interviewed on arriving in New 
York from Europe in 1923, De Pach- 
mann was asked, “Who are the great 
pianists of the world?’’ 

‘‘I am the great player-—the great- 
est player,’ he answered. 

“But what of Paderewski?” the re- 
porter asked. 

‘‘He is not a great player. He is a 
good pianist, but not a great one. Bu- 
soni and Rosenthal are good pianists 
also. Godowski is a good technician, 
and the greatest of living composers.’’ 

“How about Rachmaninoff?’’ 


“No such 

person exists 

for m e,”’ 

cried De Pachmann. 

‘*‘He is second class; no, 
he is third class.” 

“And Josef Hofmann?” 

‘T heard him play when he was 9 
years old,’ said De Pachmann. 
was a marvelous genius for a child, 
marvelous. But since then his playing 
has grown steadily worse. Hofmann is 
not a great pianist, although he plays 
well at times.’’ 

In 1925 De Pachmann gave a highly 
successful recital in Queen’s Hall, Lon- 
don. So enthusiastic was the audience 


that it kept him coming back for en-, 


cores until he had given a program of 
about twice the length of that original- 
ly planned. The pianist was in high 
spirits. When he could spare a hand 
from the piano he would wave it at the 
audience. His feel- 
ings reached a cli- 
max with the con- 
clusion of a ma- 
zurka by Chopin. 
Apparently carried 
away by the music, 
he jumped off the 
piano stool and, 
unmindful of his 
77 years, capered 
about the stage, 
waving his hands 
in an impromptu 
dance. 

A characteristic 
performance by De 
Pachmann here in 
St. Louis in 1912 
resulted in some- 
thing resembling ae 
riot, caused a\ 
schism in the 
ranks of the music 
lovers of the city 
and put the St. 
Louis Symphony 
Orchestra on the 
front pages of 
newspapers all 
over the country. 
De Pachmann ap- 
peared with the orchestra, whose direc- 
tor was the late Max Zach, in a con- 
cert at the Odeon. When he came on 
the stage for the concerto with the or- 
chestra, the pianist crawled under his 
piano to see that all was well with it. 
Then, when he was seated at the in- 
strument, he pulled out an enormous 
handerchief and blew a resounding 
blast on his nose. During the playing 
of the concerto hte indulged in his fa- 
miliar tactics of talking to the audi- 
ence, waving his hands and grimacing

at it, and, when not busy, bouncing up 
and down on his stool in time with the 
orchestra. There was uproarious ap- 
plause at the conclusion of the con- 
certo, and De Pachmann played an 
encore. He felt that he did it well and 
joined in the applause. He returned 
to the stage and played a waltz, and 
when it was finished danced off the 
stage. 


HE audience clamored for more 

and the pianist obliged with an- 
other encore. Still the audience 

had not had enough; the applause rose 
louder and more boisterous than ever. 
De Pathmann appeared for another en- 
core—only to find his piano gone. Zach, 
feeling that the guest artist was turn- 
ing a dignified musical event into a cir- 
cus, had had it removed from the stage. 

“They won't let me play any more,’ 
De Pachmann said plaintively, pointing 
to where the piano had been. The au- 
dience stormed. The pianist returned 
to the stage for more bows, but that 

was all. Hoping to 

restore order, Zach 

mounted his, direc- 

tor’s stand and start- 

ed the orchestra on 

the final number of 

the program. But the 

crowd wouldn't have 

it. It continued to 

yell and clap its 

hands and stamp its 

feet. A few minutes 

of this pandemonium, 

and Zach threw down 

his baton and dis- 

missed the orchestra. 

Interviewed after- 

ward, Zach said: ‘‘To 

maintain the dignity 

of the orchestra, the 

only thing to do was 

to stop there and 

then, when a certain 

contingent of the au- 

dience insisted upon 

having more of De 

Pachmann’s monkey- 

shines.”’ De Pach- 

mann's comment was: 

“Jealousy! That's all 

the trouble. If this 

thing had happened 

in the old country or in New York, 

Zach would not get out alive; the au- 

dience would kill him. . the people 

loved my playing. From the gallery to 

the pit they were all in ecstasy. What 

does Zach think? The people can hear 

him any day. Me—they can hear me 
once in a lifetime.” 

On that same visit to St. Louis De 
Pachmann was the center of a lively 
scene in a hotel dining room, where 
he was host to a small party at lunch- 
eon. Before the meal was served he 
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had hot water bronght to the table and 
washed the glasses, silver and china 
with his napkin—a habit he had even 
when dining at distinguished homes. 
During the meal his animated manner 
and unrestrained gestures attracted a 
sood deal of attention. With the 
dessert came disorder. The pianist saw 
his secretary. Francesco  Pallottelli 
Corinaldesi, put pepper on cheese, and 
the sight was unbearable. De Pach- 
mann stood up and screamed. Then 
he reached across the table, grabbed 
the cheese from his secretary’s plate, 
and threw it. Some of the cheese 
reached other tables. There were apol- 
ogies, explanations, but no arrests. 

Scme of his friends called De Pach- 
mann the ‘‘Chopinzee.”’ The nickname 
was in recognition both of his fame as 
the greatest player of Chopin's com- 
positions and certain simian aspects o! 
bis appearance. His arms were ex- 
tremely long, his bands gnarled, his 
hody stooped and his face of the prog- 
nathous type. 

When 70 years old De Pachmann 
abandoned the method of piano play- 
ing he had been using for some 60 
years and developed a new technique, 
calculated to give the player more 
freedom of motion and eliminate 
strain. An important part of it was 
that lateral movements of the hand 
came from the shoulder instead of 
fiom the wrist. According to his own 
description, his new method did not re- 
quire him to keep his wrists stiff—he 
moved them freely up and down. But 
he held his hand and arm level, with 
the outside of the hand on a line with 
the arm, not turning sideways at the 
wrist. In order to keep hand and arm 
fn this position he had to use special 
fingering for everything he played—— 
in other words, had to work out new 
fingering for his repertoire. It was 
said that, using his new method, he 
could play for long periods without 
tiring. 


N 192% De Pachmann returned to 
| Aneries after a' long absence, and 

people went to his first recital, ex- 
pecting to be saddened by the deterior- 
ation of his skill, for the pianist was 75 
years old. Instead, they were treated 
to a superlative performance; the gray, 
obviously aging man made his piano 
sing with all its old enchantment. 

Shortly afterward De Pachmann re- 
tired, but only for a few years. He 
became ill, and dactors told him con- 
cert work was the thing to save him. 
So at 80 he resumed his professional 
activity with a series of European ap- 
pearances. But illness presently pre- 
vented him from undertaking pro- 
longed tours, and he went Into partial 
retirement in Rome, at the home of 
Pallottelli-Corinaldesi, his secretary- 
impresario and good friend. He had 
become an Italian citizen in 1928. Al- 
though he lived quietly there, out of 
the public eye, he played in a few con- 
certs even in his last year. A few days 
before his death he was planning to ap- 
pear again in London and New York. 

In 1884 De Pachmann was married 
to Margaret O'Key, an Australian plan- 
ist who had been his pupil. They were 
civorced in 1892 and she married Fer- 
nand Labori, a Paris lawyer, now dead. 
The De Pachmanns had three sons, one 
of whom died in infancy. The two 
others are living in Paris. Adrien is a 
lawyer and Leonide is «a musician and 
writer. 

De Pachmann's funeral was extreme- 
ly simgie, in obedience to his wish. His 
sons and Pallottelli-Corinaldesi fol- 
lowed the body to the cemetery, where 
a Capuchin monk read prayers and 
sprinkled holy water on the coffin.

“Funny Bone,” containing more 
than 150 of his drawings, and a 
great number of compiled jokes for 
which some of the drawings were 
used as illustrations.

It showed a dimin- 
utive skeleton in a clown's cap 
striking with a percussion ham- 
mer the ulnar nerve on the elbow 
of another skeleton. The letters 
forming the volume’s title line 
were themselves made up of hu- 
man bones. This cover is consid- 
ered a masterpiece of its kind.

The burial mound has been only 
partially explored, but already 140 
skeletons have been uncovered and 
there are believed to be around

they indicate these ancient people 
had traveled here from distant 
regions or at least had traded with 
other peoples from far away 
points.
